November Election Looms, Already

Sick of local politics? Too bad! We only have five months until the next election, with homelessness and housing front and center.

Take a big breath and let it out. 
You signed petitions, read election 
guides, recycled piles of political mailers, 
and cast your ballot. The June election is 
over, and summer is upon us. But don’t 
get too comfortable, San Franciscans; 
November is just around the corner, and 
despite the absence of a mayoral race on 
the ballot, it’s going to be major. Democ- 
racy needs you, and it’s never too early to 
learn who wants your vote. 


CITY SUPERVISORS 


This week, while Department of Elec- 
tions staff counted thousands of ballots 
for June’s election, another project was 
underway. The deadline for a candidates 
for supervisor to file paperwork for the 
elections in District 2, 4, 6, 8, and 10 
passed on Tuesday, June 12. 

We predict one of those races will be 
fairly quiet, although another suddenly 
became exciting. District 4’s Katy Tang 
is up for re-election in the Sunset. There 
wasn't anyone on the ballot who we 
believed would successfully unseat her, 
especially in a city that loves its incum- 
bents. But in an unexpected twist, Tang 
announced after 5 p.m. Tuesday — the 
filing deadline for supervisorial candi- 
dates — that she would not be running. 
With no particularly strong candidates, 
it’s a mystery who will be chosen to 
lead the Sunset for the next four years, 
though Tang’s legislative aide Jessica Ho 
just so happened to file papers minutes 
before the deadline. 

And voters just overwhelmingly 
selected Rafael Mandelman for District 
8, so unless he messes up during his 
first couple months in office, chances are 
he'll sweep the re-election in November 
to run fora full term. 

District 2, on the other hand, is 
already mired in a colorful race. Pacific 
Heights resident Nick Josefowitz, cur- 
rently a member of the BART Board of 
Directors, caused a stir in local politics 
with the $400,000 he spent on a failed 
ballot measure to close a term-limit 
loophole that would stop a supervisor or 
mayor from serving more than two four- 
year terms. The move was blindingly 
strategic, as former Supervisor Michela 
Alioto-Pier was rumored to run for 
re-election. (Spoiler alert: She didn’t end 
up pulling papers to do so.) 

Josefowitz also attempted to sue San 
Francisco to move the District 2 race 
from November to June, which the city 
denied. 

Regardless of his flashy moves,

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Josefowitz has serious competition in 
current Supervisor Catherine Stefani, 
whom Mayor Mark Farrell appointed 

to the role when he vacated it. She’s 
campaigning largely on public-safety 
issues, which in the comfortable Marina, 
Cow Hollow, and Pacific Heights neigh- 
borhoods she represents, effectively 
capitalizes on the fear of car break-ins, 
property theft, and concealed firearms. 
As an added boost, Recreation and 
Parks Commissioner Kat Anderson just 
backed out of the race, endorsing Ste- 
fani for the position. 

District 6 might be one of the 
ugliest and most fun races. Supervisor 
Jane Kim is termed out, and former 
San Francisco Board of Education Pres- 
ident Matt Haney has won the lion’s 
share of endorsements for the job, with 
the support of Sen. Kamala Harris, Lt. 
Gov. Gavin Newsom, Mark Leno, and 
six current supervisors. His intentions 
are largely neighborhood-focused, with 
plans to clean up streets, construct 
more affordable housing, and assist 
those experiencing homelessness. 

Haney’s biggest opponent may be 
Sonja Trauss, a leader in the contro- 
versial YIMBY party, whose platform 
largely consists of building higher, 
denser, and faster. She promises to 
“rebuild District 6,” and has state Sen. 
Scott Wiener and Assemblymember 
David Chiu backing her efforts. The 
vocal candidate has an even louder 
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crew of campaigners backing her, which 
should keep things interesting. 

Arguably the most challenging dis- 
trict to lead at the moment, however, 
is District 10, which encompasses 
Bayview, Visitacion Valley, Potrero Hill, 
Dogpatch, and the troubled Hunters 
Point. The latter came under scrutiny 
after the discovery of decades of fal- 
sified reports hiding serious levels of 
environmental toxicity on the site of 
an enormous future housing develop- 
ment. Major props to the list of candi- 
dates who want to take that on, which 
include former San Francisco Board of 
Education President Shamann Walton 
— see a pattern here? — S.F Human 
Rights Commissioner Theo Ellington, 
community activist Neo Veavea, and 
three-time candidate Tony Kelly. 

Thus far, Walton has garnered the 
most endorsements, from a surprising 
array of both progressive and moderate 
politicians, but Ellington has the sup- 
port of soon-to-be-Mayor London Breed 
and current-Supervisor Malia Cohen, so 
we'll see how that plays out. 


BALLOT MEASURES 


Unlike the list of candidates running for 
supervisor, November’s ballot measures 
are not yet confirmed. The Aug. 3 dead- 
line for City Hall insiders (like the mayor 
or four-or-more supervisors) to submit 
ballot measures without collecting tens 
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of thousands of signatures is coming 
up quickly. 

As for the signature-gathering 
masses, they have only until July 9 to 
submit petitions, which is really just 
around the corner. That means that if 
anyone wants to get something on the 
ballot for November, they most likely 
have been hustling for months now. 

Thus far, November ballot measures 
appear to fall into two categories: lofty 
and silly. 

In the lofty category, the YIMBY par- 
ty has brought back their Affordable 
and Teacher Housing Now measure 
to speed up the approval process of cer- 
tain housing developments, a proposal 
that failed to collect enough signatures 
to make the ballot in June. If passed, it 
would grant automatic approval to any 
housing project built entirely for low- or 
moderate-income renters (or teachers) 
and would remove the hurdles of public 
feedback and Planning Commission 
review. 

“This is mostly going to be projects 
that are about 55-percent area median 
income, YIMBY Executive Director Lau- 
ra Foote Clark told SF Weekly. “You have 
to qualify for this subsidized affordable 
housing. It’s the stuff that people are 
waiting 10 years in line for.” 

But, it would also give developers a 
massively loose reign in a city that’s al- 
ready dominated by major corporations, 
taking power away from everyday people. 







Also lofty is the Our City, Our Home 
initiative, which if passed, would have a 
drastic impact on the city’s homelessness 
crisis. The measure supports a one-half- 
percent tax for any company based in 
S.F. that earns more than $50 million 
a year. All told, this would generate ap- 
proximately $340 million annually, more 
than doubling our current $300 million 
budget for homelessness services and 
supportive housing, If passed, around 50 
percent would go to construction and re- 
habilitation of housing, 12 percent would 
go to creating more shelter beds, and 25 
percent would be dedicated to mental 
health services. 

Supervisor Aaron Peskin throws his 
hat in the lofty ring with an ordinance to 
protect San Franciscans from data-hun- 
gry tech companies. The measure pro- 
poses the city block permits or contracts 
with any company that doesn’t abide by 
the rules in a new Privacy First Poli- 
cy, which would, among other things, 
require corporations to publicly disclose 
how they use clients’ data. 

Peskin told the Examiner that it would 
be “the first time a city has endeavored to 
protect its constituents from the misuse 
and misappropriation of their personal, 
private information by outside corpora- 
tions for profit.” 

Definitively in the “silly” category is 
a measure to change Kearny Street 
to Mayor Ed Lee Street, a measure to 
make permits for Summer of Love 
festivals free, and a strange measure to 
block the city from building more than 
1,000 units of housing on the 17-acre 
Balboa reservoir site (which is really 
just a parking lot) until City College 
finishes constructing its performing arts 
center next door. 

Silly as they may be, voters only 
have to look at this June’s Proposition 
I, which rapped S.F’s knuckles for luring 
the Golden State Warriors over the Bay 
from Oakland, to note that even ridic- 
ulous measures can make it on to the 
ballot, and pass. 

There are many, many more ballot 
measures wending their way through the 
process (check out sfelections.sfgov.org 
for more). And with November election 
deadlines sneaking up on us, it’ll be no 
time at all before our mailboxes and 
doorknobs are once again filled with 
political mailers. Enjoy the peace and 
quiet while you can; we predict the next 
election will get noisy.

A Second Wave ot Cannabis

If you think San Francisco has 
a lot of cannabis dispensaries now, brace 
yourself for that number to double. The 
San Francisco Office of Cannabis is cur- 
rently vetting 47 new applications for 
marijuana dispensaries and delivery ser- 
vices desperate to operate, in addition to 
the 46 currently conducting business 
within the city. 

Curious, SF Weekly reviewed all 47 
applicants seeking new cannabis retail 
permits. Some applications hint at ad- 
ditional locations for existing dispen- 
saries, like a new Barbary Coast North 
Beach location, to complement the one 
in SoMa. 

Others are existing delivery services 
that hope to open brick-and-mortar 
shops, like Kind Courier’s proposed 
new location near 14th and Folsom 
streets. 

Several are from familiar businesses 
not currently associated with the can- 
nabis industry, but which want in on 
that game. Popular Castro cafe Flore 
hopes to open a Flore Store dispen- 
sary across the street, while Bayview 
burger-and-croughnut joint CDXX has 
applied for a dispensary permit not far 
from its previous Third Street location. 

Still more of these applicants are 
local newbies with quirky stoner 
names like Displeased Marmot. Others 
are out-of-town industry giants like 
the L.A.-based MedMen, who hope to 
make a splash in promising San Fran- 
CiSCO. 

And most interestingly, one of the 
applicants is a strip club. The appli- 
cation for a company called Crazed 
Caribou hopes to do business at 312 
Columbus Ave., the current location of 
Little Darlings gentlemen’s club. And 
before you ask, no, a business cannot 
be both a strip club and a cannabis dis- 
pensary. It’s one or the other. 

Choosing which of the above can 
open up shop are just some of the 
many decisions tasked to the San Fran- 
cisco Office of Cannabis. And in typical 
San Francisco form, the red tape is 
layers thick. 

“Right now, we are in the process 
of reviewing applicants for eligibility 
to even apply,’ San Francisco Office of 
Cannabis Director Nicole Elliott tells 
SF Weekly. “We're in part one of what 
will be a very robust Office of Cannabis 
application process.” 

We know that not all 47 applicants 
are going to get their permits. Some 
applicants are within 600 feet of one 
another, something city law forbids.

pensaries are vying to open on the 
1600 block of Haight Street. As they 
say in the movie Highlander, “There can 
be only one.” 

“It creates a very competitive na- 
ture to the overall application process,” 
Elliott admits. 

Her office’s solution, for now, is 
to hold and process each application 
knowing that two of the applications 
will inevitably be denied. “It’s the best 
of a lot of bad options,” she says. 

Similar conflicts will play out on 
blocks in Nob Hill and near Union 
Square, locations that each have two 
competing applicants. 

Interestingly, no one has applied 
for cannabis permits for the Excelsior 
District or in Chinatown, two neigh- 
borhoods that have voiced significant 
opposition to new dispensaries. But 
the proposed permit at Little Darlings 
gentlemen’s club is pretty close to Chi- 
natown, and a company called Wharf 
Kush has applied for a cannabis retail 
permit in the currently dispensary-less 
Fisherman’s Wharf.

All told, the 47 applications speak 
to impending change in the city’s can- 
nabis retail scene. Not a single new dis- 
pensary has opened in San Francisco 
since the recreational marijuana laws 
kicked in last January, in part because 
the Board of Supervisors insisted that 
only “equity applicants” who've been 
affected by the War on Drugs should 
be considered in the coming round of 
approved dispensaries and delivery 
services. 

“It’s a perfect example of how San 
Francisco is working really hard to 
try and right some of the wrongs that 
even we as a city participated in when 
it comes to overpolicing,” Elliott says. 

And while the Office of Cannabis 
is screening applicants’ criminal con- 
viction histories, a prior nonviolent 
marijuana arrest doesn’t really hurt a 
candidate in this process. 

“Prop. 64 makes that very clear,” 
she insists. “There are things a person 
can have in their conviction history 
that should not disqualify them from 
being able to pursue these permits.” 


Business owners can qualify as 
equity applicants by having prior con- 
victions for cannabis offenses, or by 
having a member of one’s immediate 
family with such a prior conviction. 
Other criteria include being in a pop- 
ulation affected by the War on Drugs, 
having attended an SFUSD school for 
five years, or having lost San Francisco 
housing after 1995. 

So how can a national chain like 
MedMen, who’ve been described as 
“The Starbucks of Weed” and “Ameri- 
ca’s first $1 billion marijuana unicorn, 
possibly meet San Francisco’s social 
justice equity criteria? 

“Applicants can be incubators, 
who don’t necessarily meet the equity 
conditions, but do agree to support a 
verified equity applicant in seeking a 
permit,” Elliot explains. 

She says very well-funded compa- 
nies can lend space to equity appli- 
cants, support their security require- 
ments, or provide technical assistance 
for no less than three years to gain 
equity incubator consideration.

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“If we're going to see a surge on in- 
vestment in San Francisco, we want to 
make sure we leverage that investment 
to the benefit of our equity goals,” she 
tells us. 

Nevertheless, we should not expect 
to see any of these new dispensaries 
or delivery services opening anytime 
soon. One applicant told SF Weekly 
that their best-case scenario was to 
open by the end of the year, since the 
Office of Cannabis permits are just a 
first step in a regulatory marathon that 
also requires Planning Commission ap- 
proval, and fire, building code, and De- 
partment of Public Health inspections. 

But the fact is that the number of 
marijuana dispensaries and delivery 
services that have applied for permits 
could double the number of retail can- 
nabis businesses here. And if that hap- 
pens, the San Francisco cannabis scene 
would be twice as potent.

As San Franciscans patiently wait to find out who their next mayor is, Department of Elections staffers 
sort through a shocking number of vote-by-mail ballots.

After the unexpected passing of Mayor 


Ed Lee and the subsequent race to replace him, San 
Franciscans have endured a week without know- 
ing who won. When election night finally ended, 
many people were astonished to see that the De- 
partment of Elections had a whopping 90,000 
largely vote-by-mail ballots to count — with more 
expected to arrive. 

The department’s machines kicked into high 
gear. As of Tuesday, the department still had 
only around 8,000 ballots to count. 

Department of Elections Director John 
Arntz says about 70 department staffers have 
been dedicated to the factory-like work of ef- 
ficiently and accurately counting ballots. It’s 
slower than usual; this is the first time its office 
won't be open 24 hours a day to count ballots 
after Election Day. 

“It’s just too much,” Arntz says regarding the 
previous election hours. “Certainly, we worry 
about people getting too tired.” 

This year, some workers have come in at 6 
a.m., some leave by 10 p.m., and the day goes 
in shifts. Fortunately, Arntz says, the work is 
mostly about shuffling the ballots through the 
machines and not making many actual deci- 
sions. 

Down the hall, in the department’s east 
wing, ballots are scanned in a separate room to 
confirm that they’ve been received. Thanks to 
the barcode picking up voter ID and precinct 
number, voters are able to track their ballot 
online. 

The scanner also takes a photo of the sig- 
nature on the ballot, which staffers across that 
same hall examine in a computer lab. When a 
match is confirmed, the alert is sent back to the 
first room for the ballot to proceed. Challenged 
ballots are pulled aside. 

Should signatures get verified, they join the 
rest of the ballots for a stage called “extraction.” 
Staffers seated along the main hallways don blue 
latex gloves, open the envelope, pull out the 
cardstock that indicates that voter’s decisions, 
and straighten out the folds so they don’t jam 
the machine and cause further delays. 

Arntz emphasizes that each ballot has up to 
four cards to handle and run through a machine 
in that red-carpeted back room. Provisional 
ballots are saved for after vote-by-mail ballots 
are done, to ensure there is no double-voting 
by verifying voter registration and punching in 
each precinct number. 

Once ballots are in the machine, the votes 
are tabulated fairly quickly and aggregated with 
the rest of the results. To make sure the votes

mail-in ballots past the SF-Department 

of Elections after the June 5 election. 
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are counted accurately, the department uses a 
10-sided die to choose six random precincts to 
count by hand and match it to the machine’s 
results. 

Once counted, ballots head to a ware- 
house at Pier 48 to be reconciled with the 
already-crunched number of ballots received, 
and they remain on standby should campaigns 
request a double-check to ensure they were 
sorted properly. The department is required to 
hold onto counted votes for 22 months after 
elections that include federal races (and just six 
months for off-year elections with purely local 
seats). 

“That’s where it gets fun in a close contest,” 
Arntz says. “I expect it to happen this time 
around.” 

Contested elections also attract dozens of 
voluntary observers, who are not required to 
be present while ballots are counted, but who 
are welcome as long as there is enough phys- 
ical space. No observers whom SF Weekly ap- 
proached wanted to divulge what brought them 
there — although some mentioned in passing 
conversation that they came from law firms or 
legislative offices. 
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Arntz confirmed that observers tend to be 
entrenched in the political machine. During the 
2016 primaries, ardent Bernie Sanders support- 
ers appeared, convinced the department was 
rigging results in Hillary Clinton’s favor. 

In elections as close as this one, there’s a 
lesson to be learned about dropping off mail-in 
ballots on Election Day itself. 

Voters confident in their choices ahead of 
time can have the satisfaction of filling out 
their ballot at home, dropping it off at City Hall 
early to avoid the lines, get an “I voted” sticker 
without delaying the final count, and know that 
they’re saving the Department of Elections time 
and money. 

Then, maybe just maybe, we won't be biting 
our nails for more than a week after the election 
while department staffers toil to get us the final 
results. In the meantime, ballots continue to be 
counted. 

“That’s the life of a ballot,” Arntz says. “Every 
day, we’re just adding to the pile.”

S.F.’s Female 
Supervisors 
Stand Together 


When it comes to reproductive rights, 
women leaders in San Francisco think 
Trump could benefit from a little more 
Supervision.

A June 12 conference at City Hall 
urged San Franciscans to take action against a 
Trump administration rule that would take away 
Title X government funding from clinics. 

Title X, enacted in 1970, allows the govern- 
ment to fund reproductive services such as con- 
traceptives, STD tests, and cancer screenings 
for people who may not be able to afford them. 

However, the Trump administration decided 
to stop funding clinics that receive Title X if 
they offer abortion services or abortion coun- 
seling. This means that even if clinics don’t 
provide abortions themselves, merely suggest- 
ing another facility for patients to go to could 
mean they risk federal funding cuts. 

Under this rule, Planned Parenthood could 
lose its Title X funding. However, Supervisor 
Katy Tang said that if enough of the public 
comments negatively on the rule, it can be 
overturned. 

Supervisors Hillary Ronen, London Breed, 
Malia Cohen, Catherine Stefani, and Sandra 
Lee Fewer stood in solidarity with Tang on 
Tuesday and spoke about the need to fight for 
basic access to reproductive information. 

“Planned Parenthood provides critical ser- 
vices to women not only in our city but across 
the country, and Trump’s proposal to defund 
them is simply shameful,” Fewer said. 

According to the Planned Parenthood 
Northern California Annual Report, patients 
visited Northern California facilities a total 
of 188,842 times between 2016 and 2017; 52 
percent of patient visits asked for STD testing, 
33 percent involved contraceptives, and only 2 
percent were related to abortion services. 

Tang noted that the city is likely to make up 
for any lack of federal funding, but residents 
can’t rely on San Francisco to pick up the slack 
forever. 

“We have a lot of different priorities and 
needs [in S.F.], especially with public health,” 
Tang said. “We'll never know if we have enough 
funding for it at a local level, so that’s why the 
federal funding is so critical.” 

In the midst of a fierce political battle for 
the mayor’s seat at City Hall, the unity of wom- 
en supervisors on this issue reaches beyond 
moderate/progressive lines for a comforting 
collective statement. 

“It’s important for the women on the Board 
of Supervisors to be unified and highlight de- 
cisions being made at the federal level that will 
impact women’s rights everywhere,’ Tang tells 
SF Weekly. “While standing together in solidar- 
ity, I hope this will ignite others to speak up 
against the Trump Administration’s terrible 
policies that will set women generations back.”

Code for America 
and the D.A. 


Arevolutionary partnership 
allows for the automated 
expungement of qualified, 
eligible cannabis convictions. 


As a co-author of California’s 
Proposition 64, San Francisco District 
Attorney George Gascon is leading the 
charge to ensure the law’s provision of 
clearing past cannabis convictions is 
fully realized. On May 15, Gascon an- 
nounced his plans to team with Code for 
America — a non-profit The New York 
Times once described as a project “which 
aims to import the efficiency of the Web 
into government infrastructures’ — in 
order to help people expunge certain 
past cannabis convictions. Together, the 
D.A.’s office and Code for America in- 
tend to automate the task, removing the 
burden for each individual to pursue re- 
lief on their own. 

“(Gasc6én] was the first District At- 
torney to announce that he was going 
to be proactively dismissing and re- 
ducing old marijuana convictions,” San 
Francisco District Attorney’s Office 
spokesman Max Szabo explains. “That 
created some momentum and began a 
national push where now you've seen

jurisdictions from Philadelphia to Se- 
attle to Los Angeles follow along.” 

While Szabo estimates that San 
Francisco has 8,000 cases to process, 
he says that one intention behind this 
pilot project with Code for America is 
to provide a way for other municipali- 
ties to make good on their word. 

“A lot of people say that the system 
is broken,” Szabo notes. “Now that 
Code for America is saying that they 
are basically open for business and 
taking calls from other agencies, it 
separates the ‘can’t’ from the ‘won't.’ 
Those folks that said that they can’t 
— well, now they can. Now they can 
call Code for America, versus those 
district attorneys who may have said 
that they can't, but really the reality is 
they just won't.” 

Of the 8,000 cases currently under 
consideration, Szabo says roughly 
3,000 are misdemean- 
ors, which the D.A.’s 
office will handle in- 
house. It’s the 5,000 fel- 
ony cases that Code for 
America will help with. 
Prop. 64 allows for the 
vast majority of prior 
cannabis convictions to 
be reduced or outright 
cleared (the exceptions 
include violent crimes, 
individuals who are

currently on parole, and super-strike 
convictions). Right now, the goal is to 
have all qualified cases submitted to 
the courts, which will then be tasked 
with issuing a final ruling on each in- 
dividual conviction. 

As an example of how Code for 
America’s technology helps automate 
and streamline the process, Szabo 
mentions a feature that creates a mo- 
tion (a written request to the court) 
for the case in question. 

“Literally, we just run the informa- 
tion through this program,” he says. 
“It automatically spits out the mo- 
tions, and we just hit print.” 

In addition to easing the workload 
of the D.A.’s office, the move to part- 
ner with Code for America reflects 
Gascon’s desire to put the onus of 
expunging records on the institution 
that first created them, improving 
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San Francisco's public safety in the 
process. 

“Is it the public that’s better suited 
to take on this burden or is it the gov- 
ernment, given they’re the ones that 
actually instituted this burden for so 
long?” Szabo asks. “If you have a mari- 
juana conviction, that actually impacts 
your ability to get a job, housing, 
student loans, and all kinds of other 
things. We know that some of the 
biggest drivers of recidivism are a lack 
of access to housing and employment, 
so, in addition to being the right thing 
to do, this is something that’s really 
good for public safety, too.” 

This message seems to echo the 
mission of Code for America, which 
was founded in 2009. Head of Mar- 
keting Elizabeth Smith confirms that 
the organization is especially focused 

on how to help bring our 
nation’s court systems up 
to speed. 

“At Code for America, 
we believe government 
can work dramatically 
better than it does today, 
and the criminal justice 
system is one of the 
areas where we are most 
failing the American 
people,” Smith says. “In 
the digital age, we have 

the ability to use tech-

nology to create systemic change — to 
help the government automatically 
clear all eligible criminal records and 
remove a significant barrier for peo- 
ple.” 

While the goal for now remains 
expunging prior cannabis convictions, 
the usefulness of the programs offered 
by Code for America doesn’t stop 
there. The D.A.’s office isn’t ready to 
announce any further plans, but it’s 
not hard to see how other aspects of 
the justice system might benefit from 
the expedited organization and anal- 
ysis. For now, the goal is to encourage 
other jurisdictions to follow in San 
Francisco’s footsteps and embrace this 
tool. 

As of January, the Drug Policy 
Alliance (DPA) reported that nearly 
4,000 people had petitioned California 
courts under the provisions of Prop. 
64. For context, the DPA estimates 
that 500,000 people were arrested for 
cannabis-related crimes between 2006 
and 2015. Now that California has the 
means to right these wrongs, the time 
is long overdue for them to act — and 
swiftly.

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Safe Swimming 
Expanded With 
State Law

Summer is upon us and each year It’s im- 
portant to revisit safety laws and best prac- 
tices in regard to residential swimming 
pools and spas. Drowning is California's 
second leading cause of death for children 
aged 1-4, and even nonfatal drowning inju- 
ries can result in long-term disabilities trom 
irreversible brain damage. Since most 
drownings in young children occur in home 
swimming pools, it is especially important 
that owners of residential pools take proper 
precautions to keep unaccompanied chil- 
dren out and, in case a child does enter a 
pool unaccompanied, to prevent Injury by 
the suction of pool pumps and filters. 

To this end, the state of California has 
long set very clear requirements for pool 
safety, embodied in the Swimming Pool 
safety Act, California Health and Safety 
Code (CHSC) Sections 115921 through 
115829. As of Jan. 1, 2018, the state legis- 
lature has updated these requirements In 
the hopes of further reducing home pool 
drownings. This column will spell out the 
differences in the updated law so that resi- 


dential pool owners have the 
latest and most complete 
safety information available. 

As a preliminary matter, 
the Swimming Pool Safety 
Act applies only to in-ground 
and above-ground structures 
over 18 inches deep intended 
for swimming or recreational 
bathing situated on the prop- 
erty of a single family home. 
CHSC Section 115921 pro- 
vides a nonexhaustive list of 
regulated structures, includ- 
ing swimming pools, portable 
and nonportable hot tubs and 
spas and nonportable wading pools. For the 
purposes of this column, | will refer to all 
such structures as “pools.” 

One significant impact of the new 
amendments to the Swimming Pool Safety 
Act is it extends state pool safety require- 
ments to single family homes in all munici- 
palities, eliminating previous exclusions for 
homes within municipalities that issued 
their own, potentially conflicting, local 
Swimming pool ordinances. Since the state 
now mandates all municipalities to partici- 
pate, the amendments provide for state re- 
imbursement of any resulting added costs 
incurred by local governments. It is import- 
ant to note this law still does not apply to 
public pools, pools at multifamily resi- 
dences, or hot tubs equipped with compli-

ant locking safety covers. 

The main effect of the new amendments, 
however, is to double the required drowning 
prevention safety features needed to secure 
a permit to build or remodel a pool at a sin- 
gle family home. Since 1997, permits issued 
for pool construction have required residen- 
tial pools to be equipped with at least one 
of seven drowning prevention safety fea- 
tures; on implementation of the new 
amendments, each pool construction must 
now include two of these enumerated 
safety mechanisms for extra protection in 
case one fails. As before, drowning preven- 
tion safety features must be inspected by a 
local building code official pursuant to final 
approval of the permitted pool construction, 
as well as building inspection reports con- 
ducted for real estate transfers. CHSC Sec- 
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tion 115924 requires every pool 
construction contractor to inform consum- 
ers of the Act's requirements. 

CHSC Section 115922 provides an up- 
dated list of eligible drowning prevention 
safety features: (1) a total pool enclosure 
isolating of the pool from the home; (2) re- 
movable mesh fencing in conjunction with a 
self-closing, self-latching gate capable of 
being locked with a key; (3) a manually or 
power-operated safety pool cover compliant 
with American Society for Testing and Ma- 
terials (ASTM) Standard F1346-91; (4) a 
continuous audible exit alarm on any door 
providing direct access to the pool: (5) a 
self-closing, self-latching function with 
raised release mechanism on any door pro- 
viding direct access to the pool; (6) an alarm 
meeting ASTM Standard F2208 placed in 


the pool to sound upon accidental or unau- 
thorized entrance into the water; or (7) other 
protection independently verified to provide 
at least the same degree of protection. 

Specifications for approved fencing and 
gates can still be found in Section 115923: 
critically, enclosures must be a minimum 
height of 60 inches, with no more than two 
inches between the bottom of the enclosure 
and the ground, no gaps that would permit 
passage of a sphere of four inches, and no 
outside surface with features that could 
serve as handholds or footholds for a child 
of 5 years old or less to climb over. Also pre- 
served from previous iterations of the 
swimming Pool Safety Act, Section 115928 
continues to require every new or remod- 
eled pool to have at least two hydraulically 
balanced suction outlets per recirculation 
pump secured with antientrapment grates 
and separated by at least three feet that 
prevent a child being sucked into a vacuum 
that would be caused by a single drain. 

Following California's comprehensive 
pool safety regulations is a vital step to- 
ward preventing hundreds of unnecessary 
deaths and disabilities caused by accidental 
drowning. Here's to a safe and happy swim- 
ming season!

Like the Portola, its neighbor 
across MacLaren Park, the Excelsior is a 
residential neighborhood that centers on 
a single commercial corridor, in this case 
Mission Street between I-280 and Ocean 
Avenue. It’s home to a few locations of 
well-known local mini-chains — Henry’s 
Hunan, El Farolito, Taqueria Vallarta, 
Cumaica Coffee — plus a Safeway, a 
Quickly, and a smattering of American 
fast-food favorites from good old Yum! 
Brands. 

But it’s also an astonishingly diverse 
strip, similar to the culinary heaven 
found on Mission between 30th and 
Cesar Chavez streets — only without 
the upper echelon. Amid a clutch of 
neighborhood dives comparatively few 
Ubers idle out front of, you'll find plenty 
of Filipino, Hawaiian, and Mexican food, 
plus a number of other places if you 
know where to look. In short, the Excel- 
sior keeps it real.

Send noods! This Vietnamese place with a 
brisk takeout business serves the standard 
pho, banh mi, and imperial rolls with ver- 
micelli that late-2010s diners have come 
to expect. Few items breach the $10 mark, 
and among the familiar favorites are some 
worthwhile rarities, including fish cake 
rolls with a remarkable texture. 


Calabria Bros. Deli

The Grand Lodge of the Order Sons of It- 
aly can be found on Mission Street not far 
from Italy Street, so it’s unsurprising that 
there would be at least a vestigial Italian 
presence in the neighborhood.

— to find the equal of Calabria Bros., with 
its hanging, netted mortadellas and rows 
of specialty imports. If you want to eat like 
they do on the boot of Italy, get a Hot Cal- 
abrese (salame, hot coppa, pepper jack, 
and hot garlic spread, on ciabatta) for 
$9.75. 


Baby’s Eatery and Palabok

There are few panticerias in San Francisco, 
but Baby’s wins widespread praise for its 
adobo and for its dinuguan, a rustic pork 
stew prepared with plenty of garlic and 
vinegar (and pig’s blood). It’s very small, so 
while no one puts baby in the corner, that’s 
where you might be eating. Order by 
pointing in the authentic way, and don’t 
skip the four-for-a-dollar lumpia, either.

zarella and tortilla chips for dipping). 
Named for a small stone hearth, Hwaro 
also puts out some less-than-ubiquitous 
Korean ramens, to which you may add 
kimchi, squid, Spam, and other toppings.

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A Thrilla at Manila

Working almost directly above a Trader 
Joe’s has changed my life. Although SF Weekly and 
SF Examiner staffers physically have to leave the 
building and walk around the block to fill our bas- 
kets with riced cauliflower and Joe-Joe’s, I haven’t 
been without an emergency stash of unsulfured 
dried mango slices in months. (I might get to eat 
outa lot, but I’m still a brokeass.) 

You can't live on Trader Joe’s alone, though 
— or even on Trader Giotto. Four BART stops 
and a manageable walk from SF Weekly’s of- 
fices is Manila Oriental Market, a pan-Asian 
wonderland of incredible bounty. There, at the 
intersection of Mission and Trumbull streets 
in the Excelsior, you can walk out with an ex- 
traordinary variety of dried ramen and some 
relatively obscure types of Pocky you'd never 
find at Walgreen’s. (Cookies & Cream!) Or, if you 
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prefer, get some of the Thai version of Pocky, 
Pejoy, manufactured by the same company that 
produces those addicting Tomato Pretz. 

In spite of the name, Manila’s products are 
at best plurality-Filipino and majority-Asian. 
You can also get Marock sardines in tomato 
sauce (from Morocco) or Beach Cliff herring 
steaks in soybean oil with hot green chilies (a 
Canadian subsidiary of Bumble Bee). Spread on 
a toasted baguette, either makes a great lunch, 
washed down with a can of sweetened, slightly 
vegetal pennywort juice. My hometown has had 
a branch of the Korean-American grocery chain 
H-Mart since I graduated from college, but it 
took me until a recent foray to Manila to finda 
tin of roasted eel with the same sweetness and 
creamy-umami appeal. 

If you didn’t grow up with bags of shrimp 
chips or cans of giant top shellfish, it’s import- 
ant not to think you’ve made some kind of culi- 
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nary first contact; people have been eating these 
products for decades or more. Marveling at 
what’s exotic to you should always come in sec- 
ond to appreciating it on its own terms, too. But 
exploring these aisles is a delight, and the fresh 
produce and seafood sections have a broader 
variety than most neighborhood shops outside 
Chinatown. 

Perhaps second only to the inexplicably 
complicated dual-level parking gauntlet at the 
Ninth-and-Bryant Trader Joe’s, Manila’s lot is 
an exercise in patience. It’s just too small to ac- 
commodate demand, and the individual spaces 
are angled weirdly. Best to take transit, and fill 
up a basket with ube candies and favorites old 
and new. 

Like 1980s commercials for Phillips’ Milk of 
Magnesia that reminded viewers of the word 
the product’s initials spelled, Manila Oriental 
Market exudes a gruff comfort. It’s not without 
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its detractors. Friends of various ethnic back- 
grounds have sworn it off altogether, citing 
hostile service and selective enforcement of 
arbitrary rules (especially if you brought your 
own reusable grocery bag). Certainly, it has 
character: A visit on a Sunday afternoon in early 
June revealed holiday decorations strung over 
the aisles, as well as a pigeon flying around. And 
there used to be a bucket of despondent-looking 
live frogs, although I haven’t seen one in awhile. 
But without a doubt, the northernmost 
store in the Excelsior, just beyond the highway 
overpass decorated with the names of the neigh- 
borhood’s streets, is wonderful to browse. No 99 
Ranch has ever been this fun.

A fictional limousine with vaguely 
European flags no longer drives through the Ex- 
celsior to pick up The Princess Diaries’ Mia for 
much-needed royalty lessons — but the restored 
firehouse remains there, ready to bring out our 
inner teenage girl. 

It was there, in that former firehouse, a 
two-story, white-with-red-trim Mission Reviv- 
al, that Anne Hathaway stole our hearts. In her 
breakout role as a frizzy-haired, spunky teen- 
ager who finds out her hidden identity is actu- 
ally Amelia Mignonette Grimaldi Thermopolis 
Renaldo, Princess of Genovia, she lived at 724 
Brazil Ave. Mia in the long-running book series 
has several meta-complaints about the 2001 
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adaptation, but San Francisco can be grateful 
for the scene change from Manhattan. 

Long before the filmmakers chose the site, 
Engine Company 43 occupied it — as early as 
1912. The firefighters eventually moved to a 
new station in 1970, and the building was later 
sold and used as a private residence, according 
to the San Francisco Fire Department Muse- 
um. 
In 2014, it went back on the market for 
$2.6 million, but the Hollywood fame only 
took it so far. It sold the next year for a mere 
$1.85 million. 

But the building is far more noted as “the 
Princess Diaries house,” especially for women 
who came of age around the time of the 2001 
film and who may or may not have turned the 
sequel’s opening weekend into their birthday 
party. It still looks largely the same, too. San 
Franciscans who wander between Mission 
Street and John McLaren Park shouldn't be 
surprised if images of Mia sliding down fire 
poles before going to school, playing with her 
cat Fat Louie, and finding an emotional letter 
from her deceased father come racing back. 

If the rumored third Princess Diaries film nev- 
er takes flight, we'll always have 724 Brazil Ave.

The Excelsior District might not be 
the most fashionable part of town, but it’s the 
San Francisco you thought you were moving to. 
The Excelsior is one of the City’s most affordable 
and diverse neighborhoods with an unusually 
high percentage of family households, but it 
doesn’t have a universally accepted definition of 
its borders. 

Maybe that’s because realtors aren't falling 
all over themselves to assign bogus abbreviat- 
ed nicknames to this particular neighborhood. 

Google Maps and Wikipedia have signifi- 
cantly different descriptions of the Excelsior, 
Outer Mission, and Crocker-Amazon’s bound- 
aries. Locally, the term “Outer Mission” is used 
with notable inconsistency. Some people say 
it’s synonymous with the Excelsior, while oth- 
ers define Outer Mission as Mission Street’s 
Bernal Heights phase between 24th Street 
— which is definitely the “Inner Mission” — 
and the I-280 overpass. 

It is neither of those, according to the crys- 
tal-clear neighborhood boundary lines defined 
by the San Francisco Planning Department. 
(The Outer Mission and the Inner Mission 
don’t border each other; the Excelsior is in be- 
tween.) We'll use Planning’s guidelines for the 
purposes of this exercise, which define Outer 
Mission as the Mission Terrace-Balboa Park 
area, and Crocker-Amazon as a small hand- 
ful of the southernmost residential blocks 
between Geneva Avenue and the Daly City 
border. 

By this measure, the Excelsior is defined 
by super-noticeable boundaries that are, para- 
doxically, not well-known. The way-out-there 
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end of Mission Street serves as the Excelsior’s 
eastern boundary from the Alemany Boule- 
vard overpass to Geneva Avenue — or, in 
visual terms, from the defunct Joe’s Cable Car 
restaurant to the terrifically tacky old-school 
marquee of the Billiard Palacade pool hall. 

The I-280 Southern Freeway overpass 
is considered the Excelsior’s wall to the 
north, the beginning of the its sideshow 
tiretrack-marked street intersections and 
boxy, pastel-colored tract houses, which form 
remarkable geometric compositions when 
viewed from the tops or bottoms of hills. 

The “east side” of the Excelsior is very ex- 
plicitly the San Bruno Avenue — U.S. Route 
101 parallelism from I-280 down to Paul 
Avenue. The Excelsior’s zig-zaggier southern 
edge mixes the outrageously steep, community 
garden-covered hills around McLaren Park 
with a series of residential streets named for 
international countries and their capitals. 

There is even some racist history deep in 
those beautiful, multicultural street names! 
When President Chester A. Arthur signed the 
Chinese Exclusion Act of 1882, China Street 
was renamed Excelsior Avenue to properly 
reflect our newfound national hostility. Ja- 
pan and India streets were also changed to 
Avalon Avenue and Peru Avenue, respective- 
ly-slash-disrespectfully. 

The southeast border meanders through 
McLaren Park and Crocker-Amazon Play- 
ground. Ironically, Crocker-Amazon Play- 
ground is located across from — but not 
within — the Planning Department’s defined 
borders of Crocker-Amazon. 

The Excelsior is an unapologetically un-hip 
neighborhood that has lots of cheap taquerias, 
and zero big-name boutique chef ventures. It’s 
one of those places so remote that every major 
pedestrian intersection makes you manually 
push a button to get a walk signal. 

But if you long for an ungentrified San 
Francisco that still has affordable places to 
live, few tangible reminders of the tech boom, 
and real, living populations of children and old 
people, the comfy confines of the Excelsior will 
totally push your buttons. 
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Head Banned 


The neighborhood nicknamed 
‘Dispensary Row’ has sparked, um, 
a row over zoning that's kept new 
marijuana businesses away from 
the family-dominated district.

San Francisco’s first and only neighbor- 
hood to revoke the marijuana welcome mat 
was the Outer Mission/Excelsior District, 
doing so when Sup. Ahsha Safai’s measure 
prohibiting new marijuana dispensaries in 
District 11 passed last July. That moratori- 
um went up in smoke when City Hall passed 
its new recreational cannabis laws for 2018, 
but it still sends a chill that has kept new 
cannabis businesses from setting up shop in 
the neighborhood. 

The Excelsior and Outer Mission ac- 
quired a cluster of medical cannabis dispen- 
saries (MCDs) in the early days of retail 
marijuana permitting, provoking significant 
neighborhood pushback and earning the 
nickname “Dispensary Row” in media re- 
ports at the time. But the green has faded, 
and dispensaries’ once-hot interest in this 
neighborhood has puffed and passed. 

There are 47 applications currently be- 
fore the San Francisco Office of Cannabis 
to open marijuana retail locations. Not one 
of these applicants is trying to open in the 
Outer Mission or Excelsior, in the wake of 
Safai’s dispensary limit and neighborhood 
agitation. 

“People were very frustrated about our 
neighborhood being targeted,” Safai tells SF 
Weekly. “Because of the way the so-called 
‘green map’ was created, one of the biggest 
requirements was you previously had to be 
1,000 feet from a school. That drove a lot of 
medical cannabis dispensaries to our neigh- 
borhood.” 

That 1,000-foot limit has since been 
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reduced to a 600-foot buffer zone. But the 
change has done little to buffer concerns 
that the Outer Mission and Excelsior were 
attracting a less-than-outstanding crop of 
marijuana shops. 

“We don’t get the cigar-lounge, beautiful 
[dispensaries],” Sup. Safai said at a Board of 
Supervisors meeting last year. “We get the 
bars-on-the-door, armed security guard. It 
is a very different type of business in our 
district.” 

There are only three dispensaries in Dis- 
trict 11 (although two more Ocean Avenue 
cannabis shops sit on the district’s immedi- 
ate border). And while D-11’s Green Cross 
dispensary has dedicated parking and a luxe 
vibe, others have generated complaints. 

“A lot of the MCDs we have on Mission 
Street were creating traffic and parking is- 
sues, loitering issues,” Safai tells us. “People 
would park in driveways, they would sit on 
people’s doorsteps, they would smoke mar- 
ijuana anywhere they could find a place to 
pull over and hang out. It was creating a lot 
of nuisance issues.” 

“If you come home and pull into your 
driveway and someone's parked there, and 
it’s because there’s two dispensaries down 
the street, it’s going to cause problems,” he 
says. We had to go down and talk to those 
dispensaries about being better businesses 
and neighbors.” 

SF Weekly will note that there are no 
longer bars on the doors of the two other 
District 11 dispensaries, Mission Organic 
Center and Connected Cannabis (formerly 
Cookies SF and Tree-Med). 

But there’s also no new cannabis busi- 
nesses lining up to open in this district, 
despite its having one of the highest retail 
vacancy rates in the city. Sup. Safai doesn’t 
feel this is because of neighborhood senti- 
ment, but instead because the school buffer 
zone has gotten smaller. 

“Now that the green zone has changed, 
people want to be somewhere else,” he says.

On the Outskirts, 
But Certainly 
Not ‘Sleepy’ 


The little neighborhood at the far end of 
Mission Street has Its fair Share of news- 
worthy drama.

The Excelsior is a neighborhood often de- 
scribed as being on the “outskirts” of San Francis- 
co. Without a large music venue, a movie theater, 
a terrarium-filled boutique, or another hipster 
lure, the largely-residential neighborhood is not 
often frequented by people who don't live there. 

But if you assume it’s sleepy, you're wrong. 
Some of the juiciest headlines from the past cou- 
ple years have involved the Excelsior, from hid- 
den gambling dens to dirty secrets hidden in the 
basement of a laundromat. Here are just a few of 
the controversial events that have gone down in 
the little boxes-full-of-ticky-tacky neighborhood 
during the past year. 


ILLEGAL GAMBLING SHACKS 


In between the Vietnamese eateries and hair 
salons sit a number of mysterious storefronts, 
with blacked-out windows and nothing but a 
street address on the door. Illegal gambling dens 
have long been a problem in the Excelsior, and 
after the cops raid them, they usually just pop up 
somewhere new. The most recently written-about 
spot was located at 4182 Mission St., Jhec of all 
Trades. 

Cops busted it repeatedly, but security was 
lax enough to allow Joe Eskenazi, a Mission Local 
reporter, in. He called it “stiflingly unpleasant,” 
describing the scene as such: “Nearly everyone is 
surly and prodigiously tatted up; both men and 
women wear white undershirts and knit caps in 
this stuffy, cave-like series of rooms.” 

The site has been plagued by a number of ar- 
rests over the years, ranging from methamphet- 
amine sales to possession of stolen vehicles. After 
an October 2017 bust that resulted in the seizure 
of several slot machines, City Attorney Dennis

Herrera declared that enough 
was enough. In March, five 
people, all owners or manag- 
ers, were ordered to shutter 
the site for a year and pay 
tens of thousands of dollars in 
retribution. 

Will it work? We'll see. As 
Herrera put it, “This gambling 
den is like a weed. It has been 
cut down before. Now we’re 
pulling out the roots to en- 
sure it doesn’t come back.” 


LAUNDROMAT BASEMENT 
DEATH TRAP 


The gambling shacks weren't 
the only time in the past year 
when Herrera had to step 

in to control a sketchy Excelsior situation. For 
years, a seemingly normal laundromat at 4680 
Mission St. hid a secret in its basement: A series 
of dangerous makeshift rooms housed around 20 
low-income people, including children and people 
with serious illnesses. Discovered on Christmas 
Day 2016, the city promptly shut it down, and 
last August Herrera filed a suit against owner 
Melissa Mendoza. It was settled just a few weeks 
ago; Mendoza will pay $620,000 in fines and will 
have any other properties she owned closely scru- 
tinized for future violations. Ernesto Paredes, the 
master tenant, will have to shell out $20,000 to 
the city, too. 


CANNABIS DISPENSARY DEBATES 


Excelsior Supervisor Ahsha Safai began his 
fight against marijuana dispensaries way back in 
2016, when he was campaigning for his job. Last 
July, he attempted to make good on his promise, 
with an ordinance to limit cannabis dispensaries 
in the entirety of District 11 to three — which ba- 
sically put a cap on new ones, as Mission Organic, 
Cookies SF, and The Green Cross are already 
there. The Board of Supervisors approved it, but 
in the end it was a pretty pointless measure, since 
citywide legalization launched Jan. 1, 2018. 

Nevertheless, it was a barometer for how some 
of the more conservative neighborhoods in San 
Francisco feel about recreational marijuana. 

“When you put so many in one area, it begins 
to have additional externalities,” Safai said last 
year. “It begins to degrade the quality of life.” 

We're going to take a bet that the battle to 
keep pot out of the Excelsior isn’t over yet. 


SURPRISE HOMICIDE 


While fatal shootings certainly aren't the norm 
in the Excelsior, we did happen to stumble across 
the scene of one when the SF Weekly team toured 
the neighborhood on a sunny afternoon. In this 
case, Robert Riley (aka Chui Chekele Riley), shot 
and killed his wife Vanessa Palma, 34, shortly 
after 11 a.m. on an otherwise normal Thursday 
morning. It’s the kind of thing that sadly could 
happen in any neighborhood in San Francisco, 
but dodging police tape and crowds of curious 
onlookers, it drove home that things do go down 
in the Excelsior, despite how “ever upward” its 
name implies.

Western Culture’s H 





ideos

In his acclaimed book How to 
See, the painter, photographer, and 
writer David Salle argues for risk-taking, 
or forging ahead with ideas that forgo 
massive popularity and easy accessibility. 
That, Salle suggests, can create deeply 
original artworks that benefit not just 
the artist but the art-goer. You see this 
level of originality in his own work, in- 
cluding his “Ghost paintings” — a series 
of three sewn pieces on linen, each differ- 
ently colored, that form a complex, shad- 
owed photograph of a performer under a 
sheet. 

You also see this level of originality 
in the work of Icelandic artist Rag- 
nar Kjartansson and Canadian artist 
Ljubodrag Andric, showcased in sepa- 
rate San Francisco exhibits that play to 
each artist’s strengths. For Kjartans- 
son, at the McEvoy Foundation for the 
Arts, that means a video installation 
with nine screens that incorporate un- 
usual settings and indelible characters 
who do things for the camera (eat din- 
ner, play music, swim laps, make love) 
that embody “scenes from Western 
culture.” 

For Andric, at the Robert Koch 
Gallery, that means large-scale photo- 
graphs of close-up scenes around the 
world (such as Vietnam, China, Italy, 
and South Africa) that depict a wall, 
often the ground, an occasional sky, 
and nothing else. No people. No move- 
ment. It’s minimalism — a striking, 
abstract minimalism — that rewards 
close attention. 

Where Kjartansson emphasizes 
moving images — his nine-channel 
video projection of musicians, The Vis- 
itors, drew large crowds at SFMOMA 
over the winter — Andric is about still- 
ness, and slowing down to notice con- 
trasting relationships within his pho- 
tos. Gallery-goers have been known to 
put fingerprints across Andric’s frames 
as they inspect his works. And those 
works have an artistic kinship with 
Kjartansson’s flat-screen videos, which 
are arranged like paintings at the Mc- 
Evoy Foundation and feature mostly 
static camera shots that show the exact 
same setting as people, animals, and 
other things move in and out of the 
frame. 

Kjartansson’s videos are an exercise 
in seeing time unfold in minimal ways. 
You have to give them the time to play 
out. And they can be frustrating, as 
with the two-hour video called The 
Boat, whose two main participants, 
Icelandic musicians Stephan Ste- 
phensen and Kristin Anna Valtysdottir, 
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Ragnar Kjartansson.

repeat a similar act (boating on a lake, 
returning to a pier, kissing, separating) 
again and again and again. Then there’s 
the three-hour video called Gentleman, 
in which Icelandic singer Kjartan 
Sveinsson (who, like Valtysdottir, was 
also in The Visitors) is clad in a tuxedo 
and stands by himself in a gallery-like 
venue — just him and the room, where 
he moves around every so often. The 
actors’ movements are practically 
Sisyphean. Even the youngish couple 
who caress and fuck on a white bed for 
38 minutes in The Lovers repeat move- 
ments that art-goers may find, well, 
pedestrian. 

Kjartansson has said that “Scenes 
from Western Culture” is both a damn- 
ing critique and a celebration of its 
titular subject, packaged in videos that 
externalize his mixed feelings about a 
commodifying culture that bore and 
raised him. Kjartansson made “Scenes 
from Western Culture” in 2015, and 
the McEvoy Foundation exhibit fea- 
tures an early-18th-century painting, 
Jean-Antoine Watteau’s The Fortune 
Teller — on loan from the Fine Arts 
Museums of San Francisco — that

speaks to the French painter’s influ- 
ence on Kjartansson, who has said that 
Watteau “depicted with warmth and 
nihilism the joy of life and the over- 
whelming meaninglessness of it all in 
the culture of his day.” 

“T really love Western culture, and 
then I’m also scared of it, like we all 
are, and see it as choking everything,” 
Kjartansson told Artspace in 2016 
when asked about “Scenes from West- 
ern Culture.” “It’s a double-sided thing, 
absolutely. It’s both a praise and a cri- 
tique, and I’m always interested in that 
gray area. I think that’s where most 
artists want to live, in the slippery gray 
area. It’s where things are interesting, 
where they’re not black-and-white. In 
religious terms, you could call it Satan’s 
area, because it’s always slippery, you 
know. And there’s no truth in it, but 
there’s this weird aesthetic or poetic 
truth, which is always what an artist, 
or just somebody who likes art, lives 
by.” 

“This poetic truth” is what Andric 
digs out in his photo series at the Rob- 
ert Koch Gallery. Andric spent 10 years 
on the series, traveling to countries 





in Asia, Africa, and Europe whose cli- 
mates and cultures are different — but 
whose differences are masked in street 
scenes that art-goers wouldn't be able 
to identify except for the image’s titles. 

For Hanoi #4, Andric found a spot 
in Vietnam’s capital with colored 
roof tiles that was sandwiched by 
dusty, camel-colored earth and an 
otherworldly sky. Greater Hanoi has 
7 million people, and its skyline is one 
of the world’s most polluted, with so 
much smog from car exhaust and other 
pollutants that health organizations 
regularly warn residents about the air’s 
ability to sicken them. But, paradoxical- 
ly, Hanoi’s polluted skyline refracts the 
sun in odd, even beautiful ways. That’s 
what’s overhead in Hanoi #4. Below is 
ground with leaves that are covered in 
dust. Breaking through the earth is a 
single green leaf, whose color matches 
that of some of the roof tiles, which are 
covered with organic material. 

In a phone interview from Toronto, 
Andric tells SF Weekly that he slightly 
retouched the ground of Hanoi #4 and 
a few areas to heighten color contrasts, 
luminosity, density, and — counter- 





intuitively — make the scene more 
believable. Hanoi’s elements can bathe 
street scenes in light that Andric says is 
unforgiving. 

“They’re just rebalanced,” Andric 
says of Hanoi #4 and other images he 
retouches on a computer. “It makes 
you feel that what you paid attention 
to when you were walking through 
something is totally different from 
what’s really there. Early Renaissance 
painting, like frescoes, had a powerful- 
ly abstract component to it. The reason 
it works is not the story but how the 
image is put together. It gives youa 
compelling feeling of something ter- 
ribly important. That’s related to the 
fact that things are perfectly balanced 
in such a way — an order that’s been 
established. [My] imagery is about 
looking at the world with those eyes 
again. It’s more about looking again 
than finding something specific.” 

But by homing in on scenes that 
are walls of yellow bricks (China #9) or 
a cement-colored wall with remnants 
of poster material (China #12), Andric 
broadens the possibilities of seeing the 
images. 
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“That level of simplicity is where 
most of my work is going,” he says. 
“When you get to that level of simplic- 
ity, you actually get a lot more variety. 
I know it sounds almost like a contra- 
diction. 

“T always frame in camera and just 
deal with what is there and work with 
that,” he adds. “That first commitment 
is about proportions and relationships. 
You have to give life to what’s there. 
This imagery is not about subject 
matter — it’s definitely about rela- 
tionships. It’s not about isolating. It’s 
about seeing relationships that hold 
things together. Rather than having 
an object that’s more important than 
others, suddenly you give everything 
the same value. The more you stand 
in front of it, the more it changes — 
you see more things. You can't tell if 
you re the one seeing these things and 
making them up or it’s just the nature 
of that image that makes you more at- 
tentive. It’s hard to determine. I don’t 
know the answer to that.” 

That ambiguity is also what unites 
Andric’s work with Kjartansson’s. At 
McEvoy Foundation, couches are set 
up for people to watch his videos. The 
totality of time involved in seeing 
all nine Ragnar Kjartansson videos 
(almost 11-and-a-half hours) begs 
the question: How much time should 
art-goers spend watching Kjartans- 


The Infinite 
Thoughts of Lara 


It’s an orange, plastic barrier 
designed to keep people from entering 
the street. It’s also a de facto magnet for 
stickers and graffiti scrawls — which is 
why Jay Riggio decided it was the perfect 
place to attach his sticker work, The In- 
finite Thoughts of Lara. Riggio spent 
hours collaging the artwork that mor- 
phed into a single sticker on a street bar- 
rier by Golden Gate Park’s Panhandle. 
Lara is a fictional character. Riggio says 
his stickers are like “visual poems,” using 
surrealist collages instead of words to 
convey heady narratives. 

In the sticker, Lara is holding 
snakes as she wears a fantastical dress 
that juts out like a helium balloon 
and has a bottom that looks like it’s a 
wooden fort. Her face is tucked into 
what could be a giant piece of jewelry. 
The Infinite Thoughts of Lara has a bit 
of an Alice in Wonderland vibe. Riggio 
placed it on the orange barrier a year 
ago, when it was located someplace 
else and he was visiting San Francisco 
from his home in Los Angeles. At the 
time, his girlfriend was getting her 


son's output on what are essentially 
TV screens? 

In How to See, Salle says that, 
“There’s no arguing the fact that today 
the audience for art has expanded 
exponentially, and one result of that 
expansion is that you can't always tell 
the difference between art and enter- 
tainment.” 

It is entertaining to watch the 
“Scenes from Western Culture” videos, 
but that isn’t Kjartansson’s sole mis- 
sion. Like Andric, he lures people in 
with engrossing scenes, then invites 
people to linger as long as they want. 
The longer they linger, the more they 
see, and the more they question what 
exactly they’re seeing.

Riggio tells SF Weekly by 
phone. 

Riggio does all his collages 
by hand, cutting and gluing 
disparate images from old 
magazines and books he gets 
from garage sales, second- 
hand stores, and even gar- 
bage cans. 

“People are throwing away 
stuff, PI pull it out of their 
garbage,’ he says. 

From these original ana- 
log works come the smaller 
stickers that have found 
their way to walls and other 
public surfaces around the 
world. Riggio has more than 
20,000 followers on Insta- 
gram, but seeing his works 
on a phone — crowded next 
to other collaged images in a 
continuous gallery — is dif- 
ferent from seeing them on 
a barrier section by Golden 
Gate Park. The street sticker 
doesn't advertise its title. To 
those who happen to notice, 
its collaged elements, em- 
ploying items that could bea 
century old, are like getting 
caught in a time warp. But

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passers-by have to guess what warp 
that is, since Riggio tries to hide 
the origins of his collages — even 
from himself. 
“T don’t even know where I pull 
stuff from,” says Riggio, whose 
L.A. workspace is crammed with 
magazines and other materials, 
something he says could be classi- 
fied as hoarding. “Even if Ido use a 
face, I try to obscure it as best I can, 
because I don’t like to reference 
anything when I’m making my own 
work unless ’'m making a commis- 
sion.” 
Riggio could easily do his orig- 
inal collages on a computer — but 
: there’s no way that would suit his 
practice. 
| *There’s something about the 
i craft of making something with 
. my hands that I identify with 
more. And when you're working 
with original materials — cutting 
and pasting — you're very limited 
to imagery that you have in front 
of you,” he says. “I feel the work 
becomes more spontaneous and 
pure. If I was sitting in front of a 
computer, I could flip, resize, and 
download images — anything you 
want. It’s similar to a painter with 
a paintbrush versus a graphic de- 
signer with a paintbrush tool and 
Photoshop.” Jonathan Curiel

As I daubed my partner’s ass- 
hole with glitter, I wondered, “Can I go 
through with this?” 

We were preparing for a Walpur- 
gisnacht drag show at a Faerie retreat 
last month, but my mind wasn't on the 
performance, or even on my look. (‘The 
stained muumuu and fuchsia fright- 
wig I used to create my Beltane fantasy 
were fierce as fuck.) I was musing on 
the curious dual sensations of wanting 
to display my lover’s anus to its best 
effect, wondering if eagerness would be 
my downfall. 

I’ve been on a quest to rediscover 
trust and intimacy and open up to hon- 
est communication. This journey had 
brought me home to my tribe. Discov- 
ering the Radical Faeries — an eclectic 
movement of queer neo-pagans and 
sexual revolution- 
aries — two years 
ago had allowed me 
to touch the human 
being under my 
hardened attitudes, 
and that initial crack 
in the shell had al- 
lowed a baby chick 
to emerge. I like to 
think that although 
I’m a wobbly flamin- 
go, at least I have spunk. 

I’ve celebrated Beltane every year 
since arriving in the Bay Area. The ris- 
ing interest in alternative spirituality 
have brought forward a reemergence 
of this Gaelic May Day festival, which 
celebrates growth and renewal, as well 
as asking for protection for the coming 
year. I'd been a dilettante with sev- 
eral religious and social experiments 
throughout my adulthood, and in these 
wanderings through philosophies and 
attitudes, remained an observer of hu- 
man behavior. But upon my first arrival 
at the Faerie campground two years 
ago, a curious sense of relief washed 
over me. 

Part of the comfort I felt was the 
overall aura of sex that wafted through 
the forest. In all of my sexual wander- 
ings, never had I actually come close 
to experiencing anything as true Sex 
Magick. (‘The ritualistic use of potent 
sexual force tends to end up as wish- 
ful thinking through fucking.) Once I 
walked into those woods, I felt a quick- 
ening in my crotch: Here was a place 
where you can express all forms of sex, 
I was taken aback by how much I need- 
ed an outlet. 

I craved healing. I felt my soul re- 
sponding to new ideas, opening new 
doors to perception and just a fucking 
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fecundity that needed release. The im- 
agery of the festival, centered around 
the erect phallus of the Maypole, cel- 
ebrates a regression to the primal. My 
relationship to spring had always been 
strained. Easter was always a mawkish 
going-away party for Jesus, something 
no amount of chocolate bunnies could 
compensate. And nothing could dispel 
my growing horniness. 

And the Faeries understood that. In 
my everyday life, I hid my quiet chants, 
my mantras, and superstitions away 
from others, too embarrassed to admit 
that I avoided ladders, read a daily 
horoscope, and seriously considered 
relationships solely on whether their 
Sun sign aligned with mine. Partici- 
pation in public was an admission of 
guilt: that I wasn’t in control, but a 
frightened child desperate to divine 
meaning in the entrails of my mind. 
Here, I was safe to explore who I was 
and who I wanted to develop into. 

Last year, dancing around the bon- 
fire high on mushrooms, I stumbled 
into the arms of a golden boy, who 
dragged me back to his cabin and 
promptly passed out on top of me. 
Waking in his arms 
the next day, on 
Walpurgisnacht, the 
bonfire night before 
May Day, we start- 
ed a relationship 
that has celebrated 
the primal inside. 

I wanted to return 
and give thanks. 

So, there I was, 
gently painting his 
hole a cheerful orange, and making 
sure that the spangles caught the light, 
when I paused with the fear that this 
might be our last Beltane. The freedom 
of an open relationship scares me still. 
I never trusted myself with freedom. 
I’m always taking too much, and giving 
too little, like dining-and-dashing at 
the Sizzler. 

I froze, thinking there was someone 
elsewho could get the same love from 
my partner as me. The cold hands of 
co-dependency tapped my shoulder. 
Then I thought of the spell I wanted to 
cast. Not on anyone, but on myself — 
as all spells come back to you anyway. 

I want to be free of fears of the future. 
I’m middle-aged and have lived much 
longer than I had allocated for myself. 
A late-in-life partnership was miracle 
enough, and if that family can expand, 
my heart will learn to expand, as well. 

If the Beltane fires brought him 
into my world, then why deny what 
else or who else it could bring? 

Iam ashamed of parts of my past, 
so I cling to the present, and I fear 
the future. I think many of us do. Our 
Wicker Men are filled with aspects 
of our personality that need to be 
burned, and sometimes we need to be 
reminded to make sure our assholes 
sparkle. 








Hearts Beat Loud 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
“Shut up! I’m not crying, you're 
crying!” That might be you if you're the 
kind of person who’s afraid of squirt- 
ing out a few during a movie, which is 
a very real risk with Brett Haley’s won- 
derful Hearts Beat Loud. Frank (Nick 
Offerman) is the owner of a record 
store in Brooklyn’s Red Hook neigh- 
borhood that is going out of business 
thanks to that pesky internet. Worse, 
his daughter Sam (Kiersey Clemons) 
is preparing to start pre-med at UCLA 
in the fall. She’s losing interest in their 
weekly jam sessions, and has always 
resisted his attempts to start a band 
together. But when one of their songs 
becomes a hit online, both of their 
potential futures begin to change in 
unexpected ways. Much like Haley’s 
previous film The Hero — which fea- 
tured Offerman in a supporting role 
— Hearts Beat Loud deals with themes 
of aging, adapting to new technologies, 
and troubled relationships between 
fathers and daughters. But it simul- 
taneously feels less familiar yet more 
universal, and there also may not bea 
more joyful moment this year than vi- 
nyl-aficionado Frank’s reaction to hear- 
ing his music on Spotify. And while 
The Good Place arguably got there first, 
Haley manages to put Ted Danson back 
behind a bar! Hearts Beat Loud’s plea- 
sures are many and varied. Sherilyn 


Connelly 
Nancy 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 


Christina Choe’s drama Nancy 
ends just as its third act is beginning, 
but how the characters react to their 


situation is less important than how 
the situation is resolved on a story 
level. Nancy (Andrea Riseborough) is 

a deeply depressed, 35-year-old temp 
who lives alone with her infirm and 
often-intolerable mother Betty (Ann 
Dowd). To offset the grimness of her 
real life, the screen-addicted Nancy cat- 
fishes people online, including grieving 
father Jeb (John Leguizamo). After 
Betty dies, Nancy learns of married 
couple Ellen (J. Smith-Cameron) and 
Leo (Steve Buscemi), whose 5-year-old 
daughter Brooke had been kidnapped 
30 years earlier. After noticing that a 
computer projection of what Brooke 
might look like at 35 bears a passing 
resemblance to her, Nancy tracks down 
Ellen and Leo and ingratiates herself 
into their lives. Ellen wants to believe 
that Nancy is her long-lost daughter, 
but Leo is considerably more skeptical, 
and the results of DNA tests prove 

less important than their emotions. 

Of course, no matter how gritty and 
character-based a drama, there’s al- 
ways something that signals that it’s 
all make-believe. In Nancy, it’s not even 
the fact that the phone numbers begin 
with 555, or that Ellen and Leo kept 
Brooke’s bedroom unchanged for three 
decades; it’s a mother enthusiastically 
reading her daughter’s writing. RIP, 
suspension of disbelief. SC 


The Texture of Falling 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
The tricky thing about pulling the 
rug out from under the audience’s 
feet is that you have to weave a sturdy 
rug in the first place, and while Maria 
Allred’s feature debut The Texture of 
Falling is commendable for its am- 
bition, it’s ultimately a very loose 
rug. Louisa (Julie Webb) is a novice 
filmmaker trying to get her first fea- 
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ture film about “an artist’s love affair 
with the city of Portland” off the 
ground — in spite of an action-movie 
producer saying her idea isn’t “via- 
ble,” surely a re-creation of a real-life 
conversation — while having an affair 
with the married-with-children Luke 
(Patrick D. Green). Meanwhile, buxom 
Sylvia (director Allred) enters into a 
BDSM-heavy relationship with Michael 
(Benjamin Farmer, aka “Discount 
Mike White”), and parallels emerge 
between the two otherwise unrelated 
couples. Again, The Texture of Falling’s 
ambition can’t be understated, but 

the hyper-stylized execution leans too 
heavy on the sound and fury. It’s often 
difficult to separate the deliberate ob- 
fuscation from the sloppy storytelling, 
and much of the acting is distractingly 
amateurish even by micro-budget indie 
standards. However, Allred gets bonus 
points for not only writing, producing, 
costuming, shooting, directing, and 
editing the picture herself, but for giv- 
ing The Texture of Falling a distinctive, 
evocative title that isn’t just a single 
word. It’s a good start. SC

The Velvet Underground and 
Nico famously sang “All Tomorrow’s Par- 
ties.” But in San Francisco, a restaurant 
called Nico now inhabits the former 
home of the sequin underground, where 
all yesterday's parties ended in raids. 

The Michelin-starred French restau- 
rant decamped to the Financial District 
from Laurel Heights earlier this year, 
to the site of the former bohemian-gay 
bar The Black Cat. It’s a considerably 
smaller space, which necessitated a 
slight change in format to a pared- 
down meu. But while owners Andrea 
and Nicolas Delaroque forfeited their 
etoile, they haven't let go of an ounce 
of ambition — and the FiDiis much 
more hospitable terrain for a continen- 
tal lunch than Sacramento Street, now 
home to Sorrel. 

It’s funny. All around San Francisco, 
you can feel the city choking on its own 
sense of history but here, a light touch 
and some cat-print restroom wallpaper 
make for a cool environment. Nico 
stifles nothing in itself to acknowledge 
its past, but it doesn't lay down in its 
folds, either. Once a hangout for the 
Beats, the Black Cat later became the 
place where Jose Sarria staged his out- 
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Cat O’Nine Cocktails 


landish Carmen parodies. 

Nico isn’t outlandish at all, al- 
though it is home to the most beauti- 
ful cocktail ve seen in ages. Le Chat 
Noir is a mix of Calvados, gin, genepy, 
apricot, tarragon, meringue, and acti- 
vated charcoal, and it takes on that last 
ingredient’s matte gray hue under the 
thick layer of eggless foam. Garnished 
with a deep-red rose, it almost resem- 
bles an Irish coffee, but with a lively, 
floral flavor and a hint of graininess 
from the charcoal. And while the wine 
list is tiny, if you play your cards right 
—i.e., conduct yourself well — you 
might get an off-menu treat, because 
“we always have fun things open.” 

At present, there’s a four-course 
prix fixe menu for $62, with a six- 
course, $82 expansion pack debuting 


in late summer. Normally, ’'m not a fan 


of menus including things you can't 
actually order, but in this case, it’s a 
footnote. Having been $70 for five 
courses in late 2016, that represents a 
principled resistance to the college-tu- 
ition-esque inflation that afflicts most 
menus of this caliber. (I would still 
expect it to go up, and soon.) 

In any event, you start off with ir- 
resistible sourdough from B. Patisserie 
and little ramekins of Irish butter and 
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move on to a beautiful dish of snapper 
crudo with kohlrabi and basil. Be- 
traying no evidence of the vegetable’s 
natural alien-probe appearance, these 
shreds of kohlrabi look like jicama — 
and they arc over a portion of snapper 
alongside a dollop of yogurt. Contrary 
to myth, yogurt and fish together 
don’t cause vitiligo, but the basil oil 
underneath was a little out of whack, 





overpowering even the wakame. 

In a wink at Sorrel, a little gem 
salad with twice-shucked peas and 
oxalis — aka sorrel — very lightly sau- 
teed in brown butter followed, with a 
sabayon like the world’s airiest nog. It’s 
spring incarnate, the butter there in 
force even though everything retained 
its virginal color and texture. Let the 
world be free of foams forever, and full 
of sabayons instead. 

Poached steelhead trout with an- 
chovies and avocado floated atop a 
sharp tomato-centric broth that con- 
tained something described as “black 
lime oil,” which I only know of as an 
indica-dominant hybrid. The avocado 
felt gratuitous, but maybe only because 
it’s impenetrable to the broth. 

This third course is the only one 
where you can vary things up, and the 
other option is a dish of chicken with 
morels and asparagus, like something 
Louis XIV might have on a Monday 
morning during the off-season. It’s 
perfectly lovely, although more tech- 
nically excellent than daring — and 
it begs for some sourdough, dipped 
in what looks like an early-stage roux 
that’s just begun to turn nutty. 

For dessert, a rhubarb galette with 
sorbet executes the maneuver of being 
satisfying without especially sweet, 
and unusual without being bewilder- 
ing. Only after you're done do you 
realize how few gimmicks or trends 
show up at Nico, and how remarkable 
that is. And I don’t know where else in 
the Financial District feels quite this 
romantic.

Go Eat This Now: 
Art's Cafe

I’ve always been a sucker for a 
great diner. I’m talking grease and deli- 
cious crappy coffee, old carpets and 
smoke-stained walls from the time when 
cigarettes were just another breakfast 
side dish. I’m looking for that place with 
a $2 earlybird and a waitress named 
Gladys who's been serving there since 
she was 13. 

In San Francisco, where bottom- 
less bellinis and avocado toast rule, 
it can be hard to find a really good 
one. Often, one might show promise, 
but the food is expensive and tastes 
beneath below-average. What makes a 
diner truly great, above the ambience 
and the price points, is soul — anda 
little joint in the Inner Sunset has it in 
spades. 

Art’s Cafe on Irving Street between 
Eighth and Ninth avenues is a tiny Ko- 
rean-American restaurant that serves 
some of the most delicious breakfast in 
San Francisco. The space is basically an 
open kitchen with a counter and about 
14 stools. (I recommend keeping the 
party sizes small if you ever want to 
grab a seat.) The walls are covered with 
26 years’ worth of postcards from vis- 
itors from all over the world, while the

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menu consists of traditional breakfast 
items like omelets, pancakes, griddled 
burgers and sandwiches, and Korean 
classics like bi bim bop and tofu jurn. 

Where that soul starts to shine 
though is in Art’s hashbrown(!) sand- 
wiches. First, the potatoes are freshly 
ground into tiny strips and laid over 
the griddle until golden brown. Once 
the foundation is set, cheddar and 
caramelized onions are piled onto that 
crispy potato blanket and then differ- 
ent fillings like bacon, sausage, spinach 
and mushrooms, or my favorite, teriya- 
ki beef, are folded in. Every sandwich is 
served with two eggs and toast on the 
side. The genius behind this recipe has 
taken all the usual suspects of a simple 
breakfast and somehow created some- 
thing completely new and exciting. The 
pleasure that comes with every bite 
almost makes me wish I were hungov- 
er. I dip the perfect hashbrown, oozing 
with cheese and beef, into my sunny 
soft yolk and have a most satisfying 
why-didn’t-I-think-of-this moment. 

Art’s is a true diner — not for any 
particular reason but because of the 
whole package. We will always crave 
breakfast, but after this visit you'll 
crave Art’s breakfast. The whole oper- 
ation is a labor of love and when love 
is put into food, you can taste it. There 
are thousands of amazing greasyspoon 
holes-in-the wall out there, but there 
is only one Art’s, and sometimes that’s 
all it takes.

Tasting 
Collective Makes 


Its S.F. Debut 
June 18, at Tawla

“I grew up in a tiny town in Up- 
state New York called Chatham,” Tasting 
Collective founder Nat Gelb says. “Ona 
dirt road in the middle of nowhere, 
where there were no restaurants at all — 
but my parents are awesome cooks and 
we were surrounded by farms. I grew up 
eating really well — but never going to 
restaurants.” 

Years later, living in New York City 
and frequently dining out, Gelb felt 
there was something missing from 
the typical restaurant experience, that 
homey touch of entertaining that he’d 
grown up with. So he started booking 
restaurants’ private rooms with 15 or 
20 friends, groups large enough that 
it was worth the chef’s time to come 
out of the kitchen and share stories 
about their recipes and inspiration. 
Eventually, it grew by word-of-mouth, 

“It grew to the point 
where we were able to fill 
up an entire restaurant and 
create an experience where 
the chef would come out 
and talk — especially at in- 
credible, chef-owned inde- 
pendent restaurants,” Gelb 
says. ‘Not super-fancy plac- 
es with white tablecloths, 
where the chefs are just 
kind of a cog in the system. 
That’s when the lightbulb 
really went off.” 

So, in May 2016, Gelb 
turned his idea into a busi- 
ness. Tasting Collective 
was born. Members pay an 
annual subscription that 
allows them to buy $50 
tickets to their 1-hour-and- 
45-minute, family-style 
dinners. Only members can 
buy tickets, although they 
can also purchase a guest 
ticket for $75. Alcohol is 
typically a la carte, via a 
dim sum-esque system 
in which diners get cards 
stamped for every drink 
they order — $9 for beer, 
$12 for wine, $14 for cock- 
tails, tax and tip included 
— and then pay cash at the 
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Prime Rib Nights

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conclusion of the evening. Members 
also get a membership card, so when 
they venture out to Tasting Collec- 
tive’s partners on their own, they can 
show it and get a free cocktail to off- 
set the cost of a membership fee. 

It’s a value-driven alternative to 
the standard tasting menus, which 
can run into the hundreds of dollars, 
Gelb notes. Because Tasting Collective 
fills every seat in the house — almost 
always Sundays, Mondays, or Tues- 
days, when restaurants are either slow 
or closed outright — their partners 
like working with them. 

“I was very focused on not trying 
to make money off the restaurants,” 
Gelb says. “That’s a losing battle to go 
up against. And we don’t make money 
off our events; we break even.” 

The vibe is such that if a dinner 
starts at 7:45 p.m., the doors open at 
7:15 so there’s never a line forming 
outside. People mingle and order a 
drink, and when 7:45 rolls around, 
the first savory courses are dropped 
and the chef comes out to talk about 
them. Serving eight courses in rapid 
succession, family-style, creates an at- 
mosphere without a break in energy. 

“From the moment people sit 
down, it’s just this whirlwind of amaz- 
ing food constantly being dropped,” 
Gelb says. “People are constantly 
eating — it’s a crescendo up until 
dessert, which is when we replate. We 
don’t replate after every course. 

“It’s not a formal tasting menu, it’s 
a feast,” he adds. 

Dessert is individual, however. 
(“We found that people do not like 
sharing dessert,’ Gelb says.) And Tast- 
ing Collective provides all the serving 
utensils so that nobody’s sticking 
their personal fork into a shared dish. 
There are shared tables or people can 
sit at the bar, but the other constant 
is a high level of engagement. It’s not 
a dating club, but a food-driven ex- 
perience with a lot of back-and-forth 
between diners and chefs. Tasting 
Collective also passes out comment 
cards for people to provide feedback, 
which restaurants appreciate more 
than a negative Yelp review that may 
live online forever. 

Having debuted in New York and 
expanded to Chicago, the first San 
Francisco event is June 18 at Tawla. 
Members only learn about events one 
at a time, which retains an element 
of surprise and allows some breath- 
ing room for any cancellations. (The 
restaurant world is sometimes fickle, 
as everyone knows.) But Gelb reveals 
to SF Weekly that Hawker Fare and 
Alba Ray’s are in the mix, too. The 
rule of thumb is that dinners happen 
every other week. 

Ultimately, it’s about making 
top-tier food even more widely acces- 
sible. 

“It’s a great event for the restau- 
rant, and a great event for us,’ Gelb 
says. ‘We have a lot of fun with it.”

Hot on the heels of the game- 
filled Tabletop Tap House, the former 
Slide space northwest of Union Square 
has gotten a leisure-driven makeover of 
its own. 

Fifth Arrow, the below-ground 
buddy to upstairs music venue August 
Hall, is open with an impressive cock- 
tail list, an even more impressive pizza 
list, and three bowling lines with vi- 
sion-test instructions for how to bowl 
properly. “3 STRIKES AND YOU’RE 
NOT OUT,” one reads. 

Like Tabletop, as well as Coin-Op 
Game Room and SPiN, it’s a place 
you re likelier to find yourself at as 


part of a giant group than with just a 
couple friends after work. But even if 
you throw gutter balls into the gutter 
of the adjacent lane, it should still ping 
your happy-hour radar. 

One good reason why is the Long 
Weekend, a well-balanced mix of 
blended scotch, pink grapefruit juice, 
lemon, tamarind, and a tropical IPA. 
We know a lot of places don’t like 
to make cocktails that involve beer, 
because they have to open the can or 
bottle and won't necessarily pour the 
remainder into another drink before it 
goes war, and flat. So good on ya, Fifth 
Arrow. If you'd rather have something 
more along the lines of wine than beer, 
try a Dogtooth (white rum, pisco, lem- 
on, Green Chartreuse, fortified wine, 
and lime). 

While you can get decidedly non- 
pub-food like a little gem salad or a big 
old plate of pork cheek pappardelle, 
Executive Chef Joey Booterbaugh 
knows you're also going to need some- 
thing you can take a bite out of before 
effortlessly knocking down some pins. 
How about a pizza made from a dough 
that’s been fermented for three full 
days, then baked in a brick oven until 
its spots show? Both the margherita 
and the salciccia come with buffalo 
mozzarella, which means the only 
things spared were the spares them- 
selves.

As we all know, adolescence is 
the fucking worst. 

For whatever reason, the empathy 
gene just isn’t found in most young- 
sters, so any individual who’s the 
least bit strange or nonconformist 
is relegated to years of bullying and 
ostracism. 

These strangers on the margin are 
often talented in ways that are difficult 
for youth to understand — they don’t 
play sports or see the benefits of hanging 
with the cool kids. As a result, they look 
for solace in the form of music, desper- 
ately seeking connection from someone 
who feels their angst and isolation. And 
the music that enamors them most 
is, above all else, sad. They are drawn 
to tales of loneliness, heartbreak, and 
defeat. 

But there’s a funny thing about this 
kind of music. When young kids hear 
such tunes, they feel a sense of commu- 
nity, of belonging and understanding. 
They realize they’re not alone in this 
world, that they are not the only ones 
feeling a sense of incompleteness. And in 
turn, these sad songs make them happy. 

Making that sad-equals-happy equa- 
tion work has been the lifelong work of 
Stars, a Canadian synth-pop sextet that 
revels in emotive songwriting and plain- 
tive, desperate lyricism — genuine tales 
of loss that could only come from lived 
experiences. 

“When I was a kid and fell in love 
with music, I was a lonely person and 
music was a very private experience for 
me,” says Torquil Campbell, vocalist for 
Stars, who will play the Fillmore on Sat- 
urday, June 16. “So [listened to music to 
hear someone talk about my loneliness. 
That’s the kind of band we are — we are 
a private band. We are there when you 
feel like you need someone to talk to, 
and there is no one else around. That’s 
the realm we occupy. 

“It must be fun to be a party band like 
Maroon 5,” he adds, “but that’s just not 
what we do.” 

Even now, nearly 20 years into their 
career, Stars continues to carry out its 
mission of providing that light in the 
dark for its listeners — there is no irony, 
cynicism, or jaded commentary. Stars 
remain utterly committed to providing 
a community for outsiders, a feeling of 
mutual understanding that is once again 
evident on their latest album, There Is No 
Love in Fluorescent Light. 

That release, like all other Stars al- 





bums, bares its emotional core through 
the vocal interplay of Campbell and 
Amy Millan. Unlike other groups with 
two primary songwriters and singers, 
Campbell and Millan don’t trade off lead 
vocals on a track-by-track basis. Instead, 
many of their songs contain both their 
voices, with their confessional exchanges 
providing depth and profundity to the 
music. 

“T think when there are two vocal- 
ists, the song inevitably turns into a 
conversation,” Campbell says. “And so 
the songs end up being about a moment 
in somebody’s life when they decide to 
break something, or move past or trans- 
gress on. And that requires openness 
and honesty.” 

Campbell says he considers every 
Stars album to be “a breakup album,” but 
There Is No Love in Fluorescent Light has a 
particularly strong sense of separation. 
Songs like “Losing to You,’ “Alone,” and 
“We Called It Love” brutally examine dis- 
solving relationships, with Campbell and 
Millan summoning a special reservoir of 
self-examination and self-effacement. 

Propping up those tales of woe 
is a collection of flawless musical ar- 
rangements, with fuzzy synth lines 
and dream-pop guitar riffs offering the 
vocalists a warm canvas to work with. 
The songs feel punch drunk and woozy, 
with the narrators sounding like they’re 
reeling from falling in and out of love 






Fluorescent Starlight 
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repeatedly. 

Campbell said the group didn’t orig- 
inally plan on the album being filled 
solely with love and breakup songs. The 
group has never been afraid to espouse 
political viewpoints, and their landmark 
2004 album, Set Yourself on Fire, offered 
scathing indictments of the Bush admin- 
istration. With an even bigger asshole 
in the Oval Office now, the group was 
tempted to make a pointed political 
statement on There Is No Love in Fluores- 
cent Light, but they decided to resist that 
urge, thanks in part to the advice of the 
album’s producer, Peter Katis. 

“Peter told us that he loved us most 
when we wrote love songs and sad 
songs, and that was a big move for us, 
because it took us back to what we do 
best,” says Campbell. “The world rages 
on, and I’m a huge admirer and fan of 
political music and I support people 
who do it. I think it’s very brave, but 
it’s a tough gig and our specialty lies 
elsewhere. And really, what else is 
there to say other than that Donald 
Trump is the biggest piece of shit 
who's ever lived?” 

At this juncture in the band’s 
career, it would probably make little 
sense to write a bitter album railing 
against the system. Stars are really at 
their finest when documenting both 
their heartaches and triumphs. Their 
fans turn to them for guidance, in

large part because they recognize the 
love and affection that the band mem- 
bers share for each other. That gives 
the group a special kind of credence — 
these songs were clearly crafted from 
genuine love. Like their close cohorts 
and associates in Broken Social Scene, 
the members of Stars have known each 
other for most of their lives, and the 
emotional support they offer one an- 
other comes from a place of deep trust 
and tenderness. 

“I don’t mean to toot our own horn, 
but I think what ’'m most proud about 
with my friends is their generosity, 
and their genuine commitment to 
democracy and to lack of rock’n’ roll 
bullshit,” Campbell says. “People just 
don’t get away with that in our crew, 
and that’s been a huge part in our lon- 
gevity. We really are a family.” 

That last line should really resonate 
with every young fan who has turned 
to Stars over the years. Those feeling 
alone and afraid and full of doubt 
should remember that Stars are a fam- 
ily — and they’re always accepting new 
members to the clan.

Xavier Dphrepaulezz, better known 
as Fantastic Negrito, doesn’t sugar- 
coat anything he takes aim at in his 
politically charged music, and his 
words carry a particular emotional 
weight which would be hard to create 
if there weren't real-life experiences 
to back them up. For Dphrepaulezz, 
growing up in Oakland surrounded 
by violence, drugs, and poverty, life 
has been a consistent series of highs 
and lows. His uncontrollable passion 
for music led him to sneak in to 
classes at UC Berkeley to nurture his 
talents, and he eventually moved to 
Los Angeles, signing a deal with In- 
terscope to release his debut album 
Xavier in 1995. The music industry 
left Dphrepaulezz unsatisfied, and he 
left L.A. and music altogether after a 
near-fatal car accident in 1999. Upon

resettling with his family in Oakland, 
Dphrepaulezz and his son rediscov- 
ered classic rock and roots musicians 
like Muddy Waters and Skip James, 
connecting their respective struggles 
with his own. Ina 2015 interview 
with Wired, he said, “I had lived. I had 
failed. I lost my hand. I buried my 
brother. I got it; the connection fi- 
nally happened.” Dphrepaulezz’s re- 
newed creative energy led him to 
perform as Fantastic Negrito, busk- 
ing at BART stations and playing local 
clubs before catching his big break by 
winning NPR's Tiny Desk Contest. The 
Last Days of Oakland, Dphrepaulezz’s 
debut album under his current moni- 
ker, is raw and heartfelt, a blues-in- 
fected reflection of the town 
Dphrepaulezz has seen change rap- 
idly over the course of his life. Fantas- 
tic Negrito’s newest album, Please 
Don't Be Dead, sees its release this Fri- 
day, and its fiery lead single “Plastic 
Hamburgers’ is an indication that 
Dphrepaulezz’s music may be more vi- 
tal now than ever.

Since the release of their debut self-titled album in 2007, Little Dragon’s pres- 
ence in the electronic music world has remained steady, going from indie kids’ 
favorite underground discovery to full-on stars of their own. By the time they 
released their 2009 sophomore LP, Machine Dreams, the Swedish group's idio- 
syncratic, downtempo synth-pop sound — along with Yukimi Nagano’s hyp- 
notic vocals — earned them a sizable fan base, including Gorillaz frontman 
Damon Albarn. Little Dragon’s third album, 2011's Ritual Union, remains the 
group's signature release, with its titular track becoming somewhat of an an- 
them for electronic-heads for the rest of the decade. Its experimental blend of 
out-of-left-field electronic and soulful hooks foreshadows the futuristic pop 
sound that the group unintentionally helped usher in. With legitimate clout be- 
hind them, Little Dragon has collaborated with trendsetting producers like SB- 
TRKT, Flume, and Kaytranada, and nabbed a Grammy nomination for their 
2014 album Nabuma Rubberband — something Nagano claims in a Rolling 
Stone interview “caught us off-guard for sure.” Released in 2017, Little Dragon’s 
newest album, Season High, continues the seductive, upbeat synth-laden sound 
the group has come to perfect.

In a 2016 interview with VICE, the band stated, “A 
huge part of our inspiration comes from classic musicians like Sabbath, ELO, 
Fleetwood Mac ... Groups that don’t shy away from melody, but also know how 
to milk a groove or a heavy bit when it’s needed.” The group’s eagerness to em- 
brace the pop tendencies of classic rock bands in an updated psych-rock fashion 
pays off immensely on their recent debut studio album When I Think of You ina 
Castle. Standout single “Ralphie” is a sunshine-drenched delight that has that 
same, smile-inducing jangle as E.L.O. or fellow Chicago power-pop elders Cheap 
Trick.

Without snooping, I came across texts between 
my wife “Mary” and a guy ‘Jeremy’ of a very sexual 
nature. While I would be okay if she were doing this 
and I knew about it, this has been going on since before 
we met. (We've been together 10 years.) She says she 
has never met him in person (despite communicating 
with him for more than a decade!) and this was the 
only thing she was doing that she thought would have 
been out of bounds. Again, if I had known, it would 
have been fine. I'm not okay with her being with other 
guys, but I know harmless flirting can be a release. Still, 
I have issues with anxiety and depression, and this is 
definitely triggering me. I do not want to snoop and 
I want to trust her, but I am having a hard time with 
both. Prior to this, it never occurred to me that Mary 
would do anything that had a whiff of dishonesty about 
it. But her having kept this from me for as long as I have 
known her has made me question that. I don’t want to 
keep bringing this up to her, but I am struggling with it. 
What do you think I should do? 

Upset In The Midwest 


I think you should get over it, UITM. 

Easier said than done, I realize, particularly 
with the twin burdens of anxiety and depression. 
But if you would have been fine with this had you 
known—if there was no reason for Mary to hide 
this LTR-of-sorts from you—the best way to prove 
that to her is by giving it your retroactive blessing. 

You're right, UITM: Mary shouldn't have hidden 
this from you. But she assumed—incorrectly, as 
it turned out—you would have a problem with 
those texts. It was a reasonable assumption on her 
part, since swapping flirty texts with a stranger 
is regarded as “out of bounds” by most.
